FOR MAN LIKE ROOSEVELT 
CONVENTION DECLARES 


Where Was Hot Fight Between Taft 
Men and Fairbanks Men, but 
Compromise Was Reached. 
Willson, Nominated for 
Governor. 


——— 


Louisville, Ky., June 19.—After rumor- 
at contests on the floor over the in- 
dorsement of a presidential candidat -, 
and the local question, the republicans 
of Kentucky, in state convention, to 
night selected Hon. Augustus E. Will- 
son, of Louisville, as their candidate for 
governor, and adopted their platform 
without a dissenting voice. The con- 
test between the adherents of Vice Pres- 
iden Fairbanks and Secretary of War 
Taft, in committee, was warm, but there 
was but one report naming no candi- 
date, and merely expressing a prefer- 
ence for a candidate who would faithf'' 
ly carry out President Roosevelt's policy. 

The night session opened with the: 
unanimous report of the committee on 
credentials disposing of contests in 
three wards in the city of Louisvill?. 
All the delegates seated were Wilisca 
men, and the report was adopted by ac- 
clamation. 

The Presidential Plank. 

The report of the committee on reso- 
lutions, over which much time had been 
spent, was well received, especially the 
first plank indorsing the administratioa 
of President Roosevelt. 

It is as follows: 

“We approve the policies and com- 
mend the ability, courage and integrity 
Sof President Theodore Roosevelt and 
his administration and without express- 
ing preference for any candidate, faver 
the selection by the national convention 
for president of one in full accord wicn 
those policies and who will energetically 
carry them out in the interests of al! 
the people.” 

There was a warm fight in the com- 
mittee bet een the Fairbanks adherents 
and the Taft men. The former finding the 
éentiment against an indorsement of anv 
épecia] candidate, contended vigorousiy 
against the indorsement of the admin- 
istration being worded in any manner 
that might imply even the slightest pre*- 
erence for the Ohioan. Nevertheless the 
Taft men claimed a victory in the word- 


«» 4ing of the plank. 


The clause dealing with local option 
was expected to provoke a fight on the 
floor, but there was not a murmur ot 
discontent and the platform went 
through with a whoop. 

The local option plank follows: 

“We favor the enactment and enforce- 
ment of a uniform loca] option law ap- 
plicable alike to every county in the 
state with the county ag the governing 
unit.’’ 

_ Willson in Acclamation. 

The nomination of Mr. Willson was 
gone through with in five minutes. Of 
this time, two-fifths was consumed by 
Mir.. Bradley’s nominating speech, an- 
other fifth in making the choice by 
unanimous viva voce vote and the re- 
mainder in cheering. The vocal efforts 
evoked no response in the person of 
Mr. Willson, who could not be found 
and after waiting some little time the 
convention proceeded to choose a nom- 
inee for lieutenant governor, W. H. 
Cox, of Maysville, who, like Mr. Willson, 
had no opposition. Before the nomination 
of the remaining state officers were 
gone into, Mr. Willison was found and 
delivered his addregg of acceptance, 

His speech was brief and confined to 
an expression of appreciation of his ada- 
herence to -the doctrines enunciated in 
the platform and a vigorous deciaration 
for fair elections. 

Hon. Augustus E. Willson is a resi- 
_ dent of Louisville, for many years prom- 
,inent in politics and at the bar, In 1903 
he was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the republican nomination for governor. 
He has held numerous political offices. 
Bryan Easy to Beat, Says Bradley. 

Former Governor W. O. Bradley, per- 
manent chairman of the convention, 
touched upon the coming presidentia 
campaign in the opening speech. 

*“Oue democratic friends,’’ said Gover- 
nor ‘Bradley, ‘‘have but two candidates 
for president—one, the brilliant, but er- 
ratic statesman, who already stands con- 
demned by the highest intelligence of his 
party; the other, the great and mysteri- 
ous individual, whose name seems to be 
unknown, except to our next neighbor, 
Brother Watterson, but whose name, I 
doubt not is- ‘Dennis. ‘On the other 
, hand we have a wealth of candidates, 
any one of whom can wtn in a walk.” 

Governor Bradley then eulogized Sec- 
retary Root, Governor Hughes, of New 
York, Senator Foraker, Secretary Taft, 
Vice President Fairbanks, Speaker Can- 
non and Senator Knox, although he fore- 
bore to mention their names and contin- 
ued: 

“There is no state in the union that 
cannot furnish a candidate to defeat 
Wiliam J. Bryan. Next year we shall 
nominate one of the distinguisfed men 
whom ( have just named, and whoever 
he may be, he will sweep the country.”

STUPENDOUS INQUIRY 
TO CARBYNG. TRAD 


It Is Alleged That Certain Steam- 
ship Lines Are Pooling With 
the Railroads and Maintain. 

ing a Monopoly—Every 
Shipper in Country 
Interested.

Washington, D. C., June 9.—The in- 
terstate commerce commission today 
decided to institute procedings of in- 
quiry and investigation into the af- 
fairs of the Hamburg-American Pack- 
et Company, which is charged by 
Peter Wright & oSns, general ggents, 
at Philadelphia, of the Cosmopolitan 
Shipping Company and the Cosmopol- 
itan Lines, with pooling and maintain- 
ing monopolies in restrain of trade. 

The inquiry ts expected to be one of 
the most stupendous ever undertaken 
and of a character different from any 
that ever before has engaged the at- 


tention.of the commission. 
Railroads Invwaded. 


The inquiry will have to deal with an 
alleged combination between railroads 
in the United States and the German 
shipping concern and_ therefore, inter- 
ests every American producer, manu- 
facturer or shipper aspiring to intro- 
duce his goods into foreign countries. 

According to the complaint on which 
action was taken by the commission, 
the Hamburg-American Packet Com- 
pany has built up a complete monopoly 
of the eastbound traffic originating in 
Chicago, St. Louls, Kansas City, Omaha, 
Minneapolis, Duluth, Cleveland and 
other manufacturing centers of the 
United States, intended for _ interior 
ports of places on the continent of 
Europe. The complaint reviews what it 
claims to be unfair methods fm stifling 
competition. 

The Cosmopolitan Shipping Company, 
of Philadelphia, which figures ag _ the 
complainant, operates lines to Rotter- 
dam, Leith and Constantinople. The 
charges allege an ironclad trust in trans- 
Atlantic freight carrying exists be- 
tween the Hamburg-Amerjcan Packet 
Company, the North German . Lioyd, 
Scandinavian-American Line and the 
Wilson (Hull) Line, and that this pool 
apportions the volume of traffic each 
of its members shall carry, and from 
what port or ports each line shall make 
its sailings, thus involving the appor- 
tionment of traffic originating in west- 
ern cities, both as to character and 
amount, between the cities of the north 
Atlantic geaboard. 

Hamburg Line a Monopoly. 

In charging that the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Packet Company, in its almost ab- 
solute control of eastbound and west- 
bound traffic between interior points of 
the United States and Hamburg, is a 
monopoly in restraint of trade, the 
complaining company raises an interna- 
tiona] question. The allegation is made 
that the foreign corporation is backed 
by the German government, dictates 
terms, routes and rates to sffppers all 
over the United States, who forward 
goods to Baltic ports, diverts freight to 
and from American ports at its own will, 
without regard to the natural flow of 
trade, and uses coercive and unlawful 
methods to crush competition. 

The statement filed by Peter Wright 
& Sons, says the Cosmopolitan freight 
service, have no desire to suppress leg- 
gitimate competition and adds: 

‘We, therefore, do net seek to have 
ameliorated any of the conditions whicn 
fair competition may impose. We do 
ibelieve, however, that pooling combi- 
rations and intimidations, tlie latter in 
certain instances approaching blackmail, 
even under the semblances of competi- 
tion, are not legitimate forms of com- 
petition. Pooling commissions and in- 
timidations in their worst forms, have 
been encountered recently by the Cos- 
mopolitan services. These are the unlaw- 
ful conditions, masquerading under tne 
guise of competition, which it is our 
purpose to endeavor to place before your 
honorable commission in a concise and 
chronological form.” a 


Combines Rebate Forms. 


In connection with the complaint, the 
Cosmopolitan line submitted copies of 
the combine’s rebate forms of con- 
tracts, and it ic alleged that these 
show that shippers are bribed and 
squeezed to compel them to submit to 
the monopoly. It is charged that the 
Hawburg-American Packet Company's 
monopoly begins with the state-owned 
railroads in Germany, which give the 
corporation rebates, and that the com- 
pany forces all BDuropean shippers to 
sign an ironclad contract, providing 
for liberal rebates in return for ex- 
clusive shipments by its lines. 

It is charged that‘under the existing 
contract, which European shippers 
have to sign, they must ship every 
pound of freight for Boston, Baltimore, 
New York, Norfolk, Philadelphia and 
Newport News by trust lines, whether 
they go through German, Belgian or 
Dutch ports, or the routing of which 
can be in any way controlled by the 
merchant. ; 

Further, it is charged that the mer- 
chant who ships one consignment Dby 
an independent line cannot ship any at 
all by a line in the combination.

Albert and Porter Jones, who were 
temporarily kept at the Hotel Putnam 
under guard, have been removed to the 
county jail and confined in the jron 
cell.

The three petitions, in the same lan- 
guage practically, show the day of the 
month, the month and year upon which 
the party plaintiff named therein began 
his service as a convict, as well as the 
exact date upon which he ceased to la- 
bor as a convict because of the coming 
of a pardon.

DATE FOR STRIKE NOT FIXED 


But First Move Is Expected in the 
Next Ten Days—Commissioner 
Neill Is Still Trying to 
Adjust Trouble. 


New York, June 19.—Unless its de- 
mands upon the Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph companies receive con- 
sideration, a strike will be ordered with- 
in a week or ten days, so it was an- 
nounced today by the Commercial Tele- 
graphers’ union. No specific date for 
the expiration of their ultimatum was 
set by the telegraphers, and the ques- 
tion of involving one or both companies 
was left open. 

The announcement of the intended 
strike was made in the form of a state- 
ment given out by Deputy President 
Konekamp, as follows:

Austrians and Germans 
who have gone there, according to the 
agent’s statement, have made bitter 
complaints of the treatment they re- 
ceived, and have either gone north or 
returned. 

Protest to Be Made. 

New Orleans, June !9.—Acting upon 
dispatches from Berlin, which were to 
the effect that agents of trans-Atlantic 
steamship lines had announced that 
emigration to the south would not be 
encouraged on account of immigrants 
in this section of the country being

DOZENS OF OFFICERS 
INVOLVED IN MUTINY 


Mutiny Was Planned to Coincide 
With a General Political Strike 
as a Reply to the Dissolu- 
tion of Parliament. 


St. Petersburg June 1!9.—Trouble has 
broken out among the troops of the 
Third infantry division, stationed at 
Kaluga. General Orloff, who suppressd 
the insurrection in the Baltic provinc ™, 
left St, ePtersburg hurriedly last night to 
take charge of the garrison at Kaluége. 


No information is available as to the na- 


all incoming press dispatches having be+-1 
instituted since the dissolution of pac- 
liament. 


St. Petersburg, June 19.—Details of 
the mutiny of sappers at Kiev show that 
it was suppressed only after a bloody 
engagement at midnight June !7, be- 
tween the mutineers and the loyal 
troops, in which about seventy men were 
killed or wounded. 

Kiev is one of the cities where revo- 
lutionary ideas have made the greatest 
inroads on the army and the revolution- 
ary military organization is very pow- 
erful, counting among its members 
dozens of officers. The mutiny was 
planned to coincide with a general 
political strike as a reply to the dissolu- 
tion of parliament, involving the rail- 
roads, telegraphs and mails. In several 
of the southern provinces arrangements 
for the strike had been making for 
months under the leadership of an ex- 
perienced organizer, .M. Loskotj, who 
was. a member of the first parliament, 

Couldn’t Restrain Sappers. 

The decision of the revolutionary staff 
at 8t. Petersbure to refrain from 
demonstrations was disobeyed by the 
hot-headed sappers. At midnight of 
June |!17 500 men at a given signal left 
their beds, disarmed the sentries, hur- 
riedly dressed, obtained possession of 
their rifles, broke into the armory, se- 
| cured some loaded cartridges and then 
marched’ to the camp square and fired 
a volley in the air. 

The officer on duty, Captain Akuloff, 
ran out and addressed the mutineers, 
advising them to disperse. He then call- 
ed out another battalion, drew the men 
up and led a charge on the mutineers, 
ordering them to surrender. On their 
refusal to do so, Captain Akuloff or- 
dered the troops to fire and fell dead 
himself at the first volley. 

The fighting continued for several 
minutes. Half a dozen others were kill- 
ed and about sixty were wounded. 
Finally the mutineers, with no officers, 
no leaders and no plans, wavered and 
fled. Two hundred and fifty were cap- 
tured, but 195 eluded pursuit and hid 
in the city. 

Metiny Arranged by Rebel.» 

The mutiny at Kiev was arranged by 
Skefch Ecko, a revolutionist of good 
family, who entered the army as a 
volunteer for the purpose of undermin- 
ing discipline and won over many ot 
his comrades, but when he raised the 
standard of revolt they were frightened 
and the little band of ring-leaders was 
overpowered.

BOMB IN GODDARD’S YARD 


Jurist Knew Nothing of Bomb Until 
Orchard’s Confession, When It 
Was Dug Up and Saved for 
the Trial of Haywood, 


Boise, Idaho, June !9.—The state to- 
day made ‘a dramatic production and 
proof of the Goddard bomb, and besides 
offering further contributidhs of the 
testimony of (Harry Orchard against 
William D. Haywood, secured a ruling 
under which a number of the denuncia- 
tory articles published in the Miners’ 
Magazine, official organ of the Western 
federation of Miners, will be admitted 


in evidence, 

To Justice Luther M. Goddard himsglf 
fell the task of telling the story of the 
finding and preservation for use as evi- 
dence of the bomb with which Orchard 
tried to kill him. His appearance on the 
stand ada@ed another to the many dra- 
matic scenes and situation that have 
characterized the trial. 


Digging Up the Bomb. 

The veteran Colorado jurist testified 
that the first information that he re- 
célived about the bomb came to him 
from Orchard’s confession, which was 
shown to him at Denver on February 
13, 1906, by Detective McParland. He at 
once returned to his home and the bomb 
was dug up. It was at once taken to 
the office of the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency and carefully sealed in wrap- 
pers and envelopes that were signed by 
half a dozen witnesses, including Justice 
Goddard, and after that they were 
placed in a vault, to the door of which 
seals, including that of a notary public, 
were attached. There they rested unti! 
the following May 22, when, believing 
the Haywood case was to come to trial, 
they were removed in fhe presence of 
the same witnesses and all save three of 
the forty stitks of giant powder, con- 
thined in the bomb, were exploded. The 
explosions occurred in the presence of 
the witness at a point in the suburbs 
of Denver and the bomb itself, twelve 
caps and two wrappers torn from sticks 
of giant powder, were saved as evi- 
dence. 

Attorneys Richardson and Darrow, for 
the defense, objected to all the evidence 
and all the exhibits and moved to strike 
out everything, Dut the court ruled 
against them all along the line.

BY ALFRED THOM 


Discussed “American Citizen- 
ship’ at State University, 


GROWTH OF PEOPLE’S POWER 


Mr. Them Showed How the Power 
of the People Had Increased 
From the Days of Magna 
Charta to the Present 
Time. 


———— 


Athens, Ga., June !9.—‘‘American Cit- 
izenship'’ was the subject of the ada-. 
dress delivered to the graduating class | 
of the Georgia University today by Mr. 
Alfred P. Thom, general counsel of the 
Southern Railway Company. 

Recalling the commencement sermon 
he had heard more than thirty years 
ago, when he graduated from a sister 
university, Mr. Thom likened the mem- 
bers of the graduating class to the sol- 
diers of Xenophon, who, after. their 
march and their coming to the sea, 2s 
they looked out on the broad waters 
and saw no boats, began to ask, “In 
what ships shall we embark?’ He told 
how the preacher had applied this text 
to the problems confronting the gradu- 
ating class, the members of which had 
come at last, after their marches and 
countermarches over the plains and 
through the forests of boyhood and 
youth to catch their first real glimpse 
of the great sea of life, and were busy 
with the thought of how and in what 
ships they would embark on this mighty 
ocean. Referring tu his own perplexities, 
as he looked wpon this sea, Mr. Thom 
said: 


“‘Before me stretched q@ sea that was 
not all storm, but on which the sunlight 


and there were, if I only knew, many 
seaworthy boats in which I might em- 
bark. I was forced to realize that I had 
to find a ship—perhaps to build it; no 
ship would seek me or come atter me. lI 
wag obliged to realize that my knowl- 
edge of the sea of life, notwithstanding 
my college training, wag limited, and 
that I must be content to serve a hard 
apprenticeship to fit me for the duties 
of command.

What will retard its natural tendency 
toward socialism?’’ 


Mr. Thom emphasized the fact that, 
with all its safeguards against ill-con- 
sidered and capricious action, the Amer- 
ican republic was a government of the 
people, and, sooner or later, could be 
made to reflect their deliberate and de- 
termined purpose. From this grew the 
importance of an enlightened, a self- 
contained, and an honest electorate. 
and. it gave to the educated gentleman 
his high place and supreme importance 
in the republic, as he had it in his 
power to give to the service of the peo- 
ple the cultured results of his moral 
and intellectual training and to lead 
them in their right, influencing them to 
realize the supreme importance of prin- 
ciple, to hold the conservative institu- 
tions of this country in sacred honor, 
to revere their constitution and their 
courts of justice, to maintain the inde- 
pendence of their judges; demanding of 
them honesty and courage, and to Cul- 
tivate a high and just public opinion, 
on which, in the ultimate analysis, rested 
the safety of our institutions. 

“If popular government ig to endure, 
the control of the majority must be self- 
control—it must come from within itself, 
and men must arise with each genera- 
tion, endowed and trained in the ways 
of wisdom, moderation, and justice, who 
will be brave enough and capable enough 
to lead the people in the paths of civic 
righteousness.”’ 

Emphasizing the fact that the thief 
hope and principal reliance of the re- 
public must be in the sturdy moral 
character of the people, in their sense 
of justice and in their rugged honesty, 
Mr. Thom urged upon the young men 
of the graduating class that they should 
take care that, no matter how much 
they might give in the way of high tal- 
ents and brilliant service, they should 
r.ake their contribution to their country, 
above all things else, a contrfbution of 
exalted moral character. In fhis connec- 


tion he said: 
“T take the liberty of saying this to

you because, in coming into closer con- 
tact with Nfe, your observations, jf not 
carefully made, may lead you to a dif- 
ferent conclusion. You may see men 
apparently succeeding upon different 
lines than those here laid down, You 
may see them abandoning principle for 
expediency, and for a time receiving 
the plau@its of the people. But you may 
rest assured that such success is neither 
enduring nor satisfying. The man gullty 
of it, unless he hag become a moral 
pervert, never loses sight of the sacri- 
fice he has made, nor the indignity he 
has put upon hig integrity and self-re- 
spect. 
Denounces the Demagogae. 


“A notable illustration of what I mean 
is found in the demagogue. He aspires 
to be considered a leader of the people 
—not in reality to lead them. He may 
have intellectual brilliancy, but ig utter- 
ly devoid of moral principle. He es- 
pouses a cause not because it is right, 
but because he supposes it to be pop- 
ular. If he finds himself mistaken, he 
will abandon it with the same alacrity 
with which he originally espoused it. He 
has great capacity as an agitator, and 
may do immense harm by exciting the 
people. He is always, in expression, on 
the people’s side. He is loud in his pro- 
fessions of devotion to their interests. 
His effort is to capitalize his assumed 
devotion into personal gain. He advo- 
cates what he believes will promote his 
own interests, without reference to what 
is inherently right cg just. He sells him- 
self, his views and his attitude on pub- 


lic questions, for the hope of personal 
aggrandizement. His attitude of self-.: 
prostitution for the price of personal ad- 
vancement lacks no element of corrup- 
tion. He sells himself for the gain of | 
personal and political preferment as 
completely as does the wretch whose 
bribe is in the shape of money. It a 
not unusual to see him for a time suc- 
cessful. He is the greatest menace to 
our institutions and a traitor to our 
system of free and honest government. 
If our institutions are to endure, the 
man who would become a false leader 
of the people, who would consent to flat- 
ter them to secure their favor, who 
adapts his principles to catch what he 
supposes to be popular tendencies, who 
for personal preferment advocates what 
he knows to be wrong, and refuses to 
became a martyr, if need be, for the 
right. deserves the contempt and exe- 
cration of mankind. I say, you will see 
such men plentiful and apparently suc- 
cessful. But be not deceivdéa. Their suc- 
cess is merely the apples of Sodom. It 
will turn to ashes on their lips, and will 
satisfy only the man of low ideals and 
groveling aspirations. 

‘The men who make for themselves 
places in history; who deserve and re- 


ceive the real appreciation and affec- 
tion of the people—the men who are 


—_—_ 


blessings to their generation and are 
honored by posterity—are the brave and 
true men who dare to gtand, and to 
stand always, for what is right: who are 
willing, if necessary, to sacrifice them- 
selves upon its altar, and who find 
their reward in the consciousness of 
noble and upright lives. 

“What is success? Is it to be found 
in the plaudits of the multitude? Does 
lt come from the mere trappings of 
office or advancement to high place? 
Does it come from fictitious and tem- 
porary prominence? Is it possible ag 
the reward of misleading the people or 
the sacrifice of truth? Or, does it come 
from courage, from truth, from nobility 
of action and sentiment, from the con- 
sciousness of a faithful and honest ‘life, 
and from the approval of an unwarped 
and unviolated conscience? 


EULOGIZES SAMUEL SPENCER 
“Contrast for a moment the charac- 
ter and career of the demagogue, to 
which I have alluded, with the brilliant 
achievements of one of your own dis- 
tinguished alumni, whose name my heart 
bids me to mention in honor here to- 
day. Born of your people and in your 
midst, he began at 16, in Forrest’s com- 
mand, to fight the battles of his coun- 
try. When the cause for which he fought 
went down in ruin, he was left only with 
his tattered confederate uniform, his 
brave heart, and his high purpose to 
confront the future. Here, at this unl- 
versity, and at the University of ‘Vir- 
gSinia he received the academic and pro- 
fessional training which, with his splen- 
did character, was all the capital on 
which he started life. He was essential- 
ly a product of the south. He came 
from that generation of warrior youths 
which adorned the annals of courage 
and chivalry and made immortal the 
history of our people. He began his pro- 
fesSional life in the lowest ranks of 
civil engineering. In ‘the position of 
rodnfan he drove his first stake as a 
railroad builder just across your bor- 
ders, at Opelika, in Alabama. His course 
Was from the first cpmstantly upward, 
until his fame became more than 
national, and his constructive geniug 
created the great railroad seystem 
which, after all of us have been called 
to our fathers, will go on carrying the 
commerce, serving the convenience aid- 
ing the growth and making the pros- 
Perity of generations yet unborn. The 
monument of Samuel Spencer is his 
great constructive work, which will 
continue, through countless years, to 
bring blessings to mankind. In his life 
and in his work he illustrated the moral 
and intellectual posmbilities of American 
citizenship.

Plague In India Due to Rats. 

In the Jast decade, or since Octo- 
ber, 1896, the plague in India has 
snuffed out 5,000,000 lives. This is 
probably as many people as bave| 
bean sacrificed in battle since the | 
Napoleonic wars. When the two mil- 
lion dead in the civil strife between 
the states of the American union in 
the sixties, the slaughter of Briton 
and Boer in South Africa, the inter- 
necine struggles between Russian and 
Jap in the fields of Manchuria, at 
Port Arthur and on the high seas are 
considered, and it te recalled that all 


five million souls into the beyond, 
the grim work of the plague may be 
partially realized. 

According to a report of Consul 
Dennison, of Bombay, set forth in a 
publication of the public health and 
maritime hospital service, it appears 
that the mortality reports still show 
from 76,000 to 80,000 deaths per week. 
From October, 1896, to December, 
1906, there were four and one-half 
millions of victims of the plague. 
Since the latter month another half 
million have been added. 

For all this dread disaster and sac- 
rifice of human life the rat is to 
blame. Medical science has discov- 
ered that the rat and the rat flea are 
the real disseminators of the plague, 
The natives will not join in the crv 
sade inaugurated for the extermina- 
tion of the rodents and are blocking 
the most active efforts of the scien- 
tific men by protecting the rats, feed- 
ing them and allowing them to prop- 
ogate freely. Efforts along this line| 
have, therefore, been effectually frus- 
trated.

The apathy of the nonprofessional 
voter, the business man so absorbed 
in his affairs that he leaves politics to 
those who make a livelihood or more 
out of the game, is the foundation for 
the corrupt political machine. and for 
those “close in-fighting” political fac- 
tics which have entrenched graft in 
America. 

Cure the voter of this apathy, make 
him see his duty to participate in 
city, state and national elections, 
and the material upon which graft and 
corruption thrive and feed is cut off 
short at its source, 

Whether voting by legal compulsion 
would be wise or expedient, is a mat- 
ter for deliberation and conjecture. 
Such procedure would, unquestiona- 
bly, open up endless complications 
and enlist a host of opponents. 

The more effectual course seems te 
be the milder method adopted with 
such success in Baltimore—persistent, 
intelligent publicity, which does not 
lend itself to bias or tle insinuating 
influence of the politician who has all 
to gain by coloring the news or dilut- 
ing the truth. 

When this method fails after an 
honest trial, we may fall back upon' 
the more drastic Austrian suggestion. 
It is well, in the meantime, to con- 
sider its possibilities.

Representative James M. Griggs, 
cf Georgia, chairman of the congres- 
sional campaign committee, has given 
the results of his recent close study 
of democratic sentiment throughout 
the country to The Brooklyn Eagle, 
in the form of an interview. 

Mr. Griggs can see just one demo 
cratic candidate on the horizon, and 
that is William Jennings Bryan. 

Declaring that he is as yet uncer- 
tain whether Bryan will consent 
again to lead the party, he says the 
nomination is his for the asking, and 
that he dominates the democratic 
perty as decisively as does Mr. 
Roosevelt the republican party. 

Mr. Griggs then says: “Bryan is too 
strong with the people to be set aside 
by a clique of leaders. We have got 
tc depend on Bryan to settle the nom- 
ination, He can have it himself, but 
he can’t dictate the nomination of 
somebody else.” 

Discussing the issues of the pend- 
ing campaign, Representative Griggs 
says, “the issues will be the tariff, 
the trusts and anti-centralization of 
government.” 

At the time, several months ago, 
when Colonel George Harvey declared 
in his Charleston speech that the 
democracy must look to the east for 
a man of proved politica] safety and 
senity, disregarding men of uncertain 
and unsettled ideas, The Constitution 
drew attention to the disastrous re- 
sults that had followed democracy’s 
submission to the eastern fetish at 
Et. Louis—a submission that involved 
the sacrifice of its interest in Mr. 
Bryan and Mr. Bryan’s retirement for 
the promotion of party harmony. 

The Constitution also recalled 
with what promises of “sweeping the 
country” the democracy had been led 
into this course, and commented that 
the party would be slow to nibble 
again at the same bait, deserting the 
man whose ideas are now dominant 
in national legislation and sentiment. 

In this connection the utterance of 
Chairman Griggs is significant. He 
stresses the fact that Bryan's 
strength with the people is proof 
against assault, and he outlines, with 
partial accuracy the issues upon 
which the campaign will be fought. 

We believe that the sooner demo- 
cratic leaders everywhere take cogni- 
zance of these plain conditions and 
inaugurate a _ unification campaign, 
the better will be the chances of the 
party for taking advantage of repub- 
lican dissension to record a victory 
in the approaching election.

king a Balloon. 
(Dr. J. P. Thomas in Appleton’s) 

It may interest the reader to hear 
something about the construction of a 
big modern balloon and its equipments, 
It is made of what is known as balloon 
cloth, which sometimes is of silk and is 
sewed in small sections of about a yard 
Square, so that if one of the sections 
should burst the whole balloon would not 
cOllapse and destroy the aeronaut. 

At the top of the bag Is the valve ty 
let the gas out when one wishes to de- 
scend. A rope for opening i¢ runs from 
thig valv@ through the center of the ba!- 
loon to the operator in the basket. The 
balloon is filled through the neck, and 
this ig left always open, so that when 
the gas expandg from the heat of tne 
sun or the lesser pressure of high alti- 
tudes the gas may escape and not buist 
the envelope. 

As soon as the balloon fs sewed to- 
gether it is blown full of air and given 
three coats of varnish. Each coat must 
be allowed to dry thoroughly before the 
uext is applied, or else they would neves 
become perfectly dry, and the balloon 
would be likely to be destroyed at any! 
minute from spontaneoug combustion. 
This spontaneous combustion is not a 
into flame, buy a kind of ex- 
ceedingly quick dry rot. I myself have 
lost three balloons through it. Once in 
my factory we were looking at a beauty 
when some one aniffed the air and re- 
marked, ‘““‘Thomas’ balloon is gone.” 
And so it proved to be. Ftve minnt:s 
saw it destroyed—rotten so that you 
could poke your finger through it. 

Sometimes the balloon is go affect«d 
in only a few sections, and a man may 
make an ascension thinking his balloon 
is all right. Protected by the fine net- 
ting which envelopes the balloon itsa:?, 
he may even get ug to some height be- 
fore discovering his danger. In former ; 
times there were many fatal accidents 
from this cause. 

When a balloon !s tmcked, talcum o7 
some other powder !{s sprinkled over th 
folds to keep them from adhering tp» 
each other. If thfs is neglected the ha'- 
loon will be ruined, especially in hot 
weather. 

As I geaid, a fine netting covers the 
balloon proper both to strengthen it and 
to carry the weight of the basket and 
its contents. All the strands of the n**. 
ting come together in the “concentrat- 
ing ring,’’ just above the basket, in 
which the aeronaut stands. The anchor 
and guide ropes, as well as the bas« t, 
are fastened to this concentrating rine. 

All modern balloons, besides the valve, 
have a rip cord fastened to a long patch 
sewed in the envelope, by means of 
which the balloon can be cut in two and 
brought to earth Instantly. This is never 
used except in case of extreme emer. 
gency and where the basket fs withia 
ten or fifteen feet of the ground.

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EDUCATIONAL CONVENTION 
CONVENES IN LOS ANGELES 


UPERINTENDENT WILLIAM M.-. 
S SLATON, who is state director of 
the National Educational As- 
eociation in Georgia, gives out the fol- 
lowing interview: 

“The National Educational ‘Associa- 
tion will meet at Los Angeles from 
July 8 to 13. A magnificent program 
has been arranged and the most famous 
educators, male and female, of the 
United States and Canada as well as 
from abroad will attend. Physical recrea- 
tion and mental culture and personal in- 
terest should prompt every teacher to 
@ to Los Angeles if practicable. 

“The teacher who has not visited that 
Section has no adequate conception of 
the vastness of the United States and 
the magnitude of the Rocky mountains 
nor the glory of the snow caps nor the 
verdure of California, nor the equable- 
ness of the climate of the Pacific slope. 
The teacher of little children will learn 
more about geography than she can 
find in books, and the teacher of high 
school pupils wil] learn more of geysers 
and hot springs and geologic conditions 
than he can read in physical geography. 

“The truth is every teacher owes it 
to his patrons to travel over the United 
States in order that he may become a 
better teacher. To the man or woman 
who is a tourist for sport a visit to the 
Yosemite valley or to Yellowstone park 
or to San Diego or to Santa Catalina 
island, 60 miles out in the Pacific from 
Pedro, will be an inspiration for 
the remainder of life. 

“Having taken that trip in 1899, when 
the national association met in Los 
Angeles, I-can never forget the pleas- 
ures and the glories of the Pavific 
slope. I am in receipt of mruy com- 


munications from teachers who desire 
to know what the trip will cost. 

“According to my latest information 
no round trip tickets at half fare can be 
bought from Georgia to Los Angeles, 
but I am informed that at Birmingham 
round trip tickets can be bought to Los 
Angeles for $62.50 and Pullman service 
straight for $14.50. 

“I should therefore advise teachers 
of Georgia to meet in Atlanta on Mon- 
day, July !, buy the local tickets to 
Birmingham and there buy the round 
trip tickets to Los Angeles by any route 
preferred. As it is against the policy 
of the National Educational ‘Association 
for its state directors to advocate any 
particular railway line to our national 
convention, # omit all comparative dis- 
cussion of the merits of the respective 
lines from Birmingham to Los Angeles. 

“T would advise, however, that teach- 
ers gO ONe way and return another so as 
to get full benefit of the scenery. As 
state director of the National Educa- 
tional Association in Georgia, I have 
been delayed in publishing a complete 
notice of the association because the 
railroads have not until recently agreed 
upon rates. Owing to new duties as- 
signed to me at home I shall not be 
able personally to conduct the party to 
Los Angeles, but it will give me great 
pleasure to answer promptly all cor- 
respondents on this subject, as I have 
been doing for the past month. 

“The press of the state is respectfully 
urged to publish this interview for the 
personal benefit of the teachers of 
Georgia and for the general advance- 
ment of the cause of education.

FRMCE SCORES

Chief Leaders of the Revol 
Are Under Arrest 


MARTIAL LAW IN FULL FORCE 


Thousands of Troops Are Massed 
in the Disaffected Departments, 
and the Government Is 
Striking With a Heavy 
Hand. 


Paris, June !9.—M,. Ferroul, the strik- 
ing mayor of Narbonne, and next to 
Marcelline Albert, the most prominent 
figure in the wine growers’ revolt in 
the south of France, was arrested at 
his residence at Narbonne at 5:20 
o'clock this morning and hurried away 


to Montpelier. 

Before daybreak all roads leading to 
M. Ferroul’s house were held by 
cuirassiers in strong force. His body- 
guard of wine growers, among whoni 
were many women, which had been 
nightly watching" over the safety of 
their leader, was on duty as usual; but 
found them- 
selves surrounded by the armed forces 
of the government, they did not at- 
tempt any resistance. When M. Fer- 
roul appeared in custody of a police 
commissary, the police momentarily ex- 
pected a rescue, but the mayor begged 
that there be no conflict with the 
troops, and he was placed in a car- 
riage and, escorted by 150 cuirassiers, 
taken to the railroad station at Nar- 
bonne, where a special train was 
awaiting, and started immediately for 
Montpelier. 

Happy Day for Him. 

M. Ferroul turned to the crowd and 
exclaimed dramatically: 

“This is the happiest day of my life. 
The government was obliged to send 
10,000 soldiers to arrest one many.” 

Later in the day Marcelline Albert, 
the leader of the wine growers’ move- 
ment, was arrested and taken to Mont- 
pelier. 

At Argielleres the state and police 
authorities, escorted by an imposing 
military force, raided the headquarters 
of the central committee of the wine 
growers’ organization at daybreak witn 
warrants for the arrest of Marcelline 
Albert and the members of the central 
committee, but they found the leadér 
of the movement and several of his 
lieutenants had already fled. Onl 
three committeemen were captured. 
They were sent to Montpellier. 

Strong forces of troops are scouring 
the country, hunting down the fugli- 
tives. Their escape was facilitated by 
the fact that the people burned the 
bridge at the entrance of Argellieres, 
last evening, making a long detour 
necessary, and délaying the arrival of 
the government's ‘representatives. 

Martial Law in Force. 


Martial law is in full force in the 
vineyards of the south, and the govern- 
ment is hopeful that the dispbay of 
strength which it is making will soon 
crush incipient rebellion. 

Premier Clemenceau remained at the 
ministry of the interior all night long, 
so as to personally direct the proceed- 
ure of his representatives on the spot. 
The telephone lines southward have al! 
been seized for the exclusive use of 
the ministry of the interior. The ar- 
rest and removal of M. Ferroul from 
the immediate scene of his activity is 
regarded as important, as it is thought 
it will disintegrate the strike of the 
mayors, for which he is responsible. 


Gold Going Abroad. 
New York, June 19.—Larard Freres to- 


day announced the engagement of $!,- 
500,000 in gold for shipment to Europe 
tomorrow. Goldman, Sache and Com- 
pany also engaged $1,000,000 in gold to- 
day for export to Paris.

LABOR MEETS 
AT SAVANNA 


President Wants Federation to 
Enter Political Field, 


NEGRO DOES |NOT INTERFERE 


— 


President O’Connell Says That Ne- 
gro Imterferes Very Little in 
Labor Question—He Opposes 
Present Immigration Move. 
ment, Which He Says 
Brings Slaves, 


Savannah, Ga., June !9.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia Federation of Labor con- 
vened in this city today for a three 
days’ session. About two hundred 
delegates from unions throughout the 
State were in attendance at the open- 
ing and it is expected that a few 
more will arrive before the convention 
is concluded. 

During the course of the convention 
several matters of general interest in 
the labor and industrial world are to 
be considecd. The federation, it is 
asserted, will indorse unqualifiedly the 


child labor bill that is now in opera- 
tion in Georgia. 

Robert Fechner, president of the Sa- 
vannah Trades and Labor Assembly, 
called the convention to order this 
morning at !0 o’clock in the hall of 
the organizations. Prayer was offered 
by Rev. Dr. Bascom Anthony, after 
which the delegates were welcomed to 
the city in an address by Mayor 
George W. Tiedeman. Major W. W. 
Williamson, president of the Savan- 
nah Chamber of Commerce, also ad- 
dressed the convention, talking of im- 
migration. Major Williamson was one 
of the party that went abroad recent- 
ly with Governor-elect Hoke Smith 
and G. Gunby Jordan, president of the 
Immigration Association. F. M. Oliver 
also addressed the federation, as did 
Dr. Anthony. 

A feature of the session was the ad- 
dress of Congressman Charles G. Ed- 
wards, whose attitude upon the negro 
question has excited such wide com- 
ment of late. 

President D. P. O’Connell, of Au- 
gusta, president of the Georgia Fed- 
eration, responded gracefully to the 
addresses. 

Mr. O’Connell'_ said: “TT advocate 
strongly our entrance into politics and 
belive we are greatly hampered and 
held back by our rules, which pro- 
hibit our discussing politics in our 
halls. I think qur rules should . be 
changed so as to permit of discussions 
of .this character. 

“In the matter of immigration I 
want to say that I favor tmmigrants 
of the right class, but I do not favor 
the present immigration movement. If 
you want heroes and men, let them

“Regarding the negro, I will say that 
he interferes with us very little. The 
negro question is not a question with 
us.”

HE SAW NEGRO 
PUT TO DEATH 


Describes Johnson Lynching 
to Federal Commissioner, 


MEMBERS OF MOB UNKNOWN 


Witnesses Continue to Contradict the 
Government Witnesses Who Claim 
That They Knew the Persons 
Who Lynched 
Johnson. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 19.—At the 
morning session of the Sheriff Shipp con- 
tempt case, Luther Williams, one of the 
men charged with lynching, was a wit- 
ness.. Williams told of seeing the sheriff 
in the jail that night, being held back 
by members of the mob so that he could 
make no resistance. Williams stated 
that he had been a resident of this city 
seven. years, and that he was tending 
bar at his saloon the night of the lynch- 
ing. He heard of the lynching about 
9:30 o’clock that night, and he closed at 
and went to the jail between 9:30 and 
10 o’clock. He saw several men cuttin 
the lock off the jail door. He said h 
went into the office of the jail and up 
one flight of stairs. He saw the mob 
hammering on the circle door. 

He Saw Negro Lynched. 

He saw Sheriff Shipp on the north side 
in the hospital cell, and several men 
were around him keeping him back. His 
said he went down after the mob went 
through the cirele, and he saw them 
come out with Ed Johnson. He said he 
followed tehind the mob and saw John- 
son lynched. He had nothing to do with 
the lynching. He denied having hag a 
pistol, and having shot five times at 
Johnson. When they hung Johnson, the 
witness said he was standing against the 
banisters on the west side of the bridge. 
He heard nothing of any lynching until 
that night. 

He said he saw same people in the 
street and all around the jail. He spoke 
to Dr. Sutton upstairs, and he stated 
that Dr. Sutton went in Johnson's cell. 

The cases of Deputy Sheriffs Joe Clark, 
Tom Taylor and George Brown have been 
assigned for tomorrow. These defend- 
ants are represented by Judge J. L. 
Lynch. The cases of Sheriff Shipp and 
other deputies represented by Attorney 
Robert Pritchard have been assigned for 
Friday and Saturday and until finished. 

The arrangement was made as the 
result of a discussion, in which Mr. 
Pritchard said that it will require a 
greater length of time to complete the 
hearing of tha cases he .represents 
than it was first thought. - 


As to Nerve of Georgians. 

Frank Warde denied absolutely the 
story told by Johu N. Stonecipher, one 
of the principal witnesses for the gov- 
ernment. He declared he did not see 
Stonecipher in front of Mullery’s se- 
loon on the afternoon before the lynch- 
ing. He insisted that he does not know 
Stonecipher. He denied telling Stone- 
cipher the day before the lynching that 
“it was agreed there would be no 
sheriff or deputies at the jail.” He de- 
nied saying to Stonecipher that “he 
was the first d—n man from Georg!la 
who did not hava nerve enough to kill 
a nigger.” The witness remembered 
having come to himself on the steps 
below his living apartments, and went 
upstairs to bed. lt was then after the 
saloon had closed. He never did «any 
work for Stonecipher, and did not know 
he was a contractor, the witness said. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
establishing alibis and tn efforts to 
impeach the testimony of Stonecipher. 
Court adjourned to 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. 


JUSTICES ARE NOT SATISFIED. 


Want the Legislature to Frame a 
Bill to Make Fees More 
Uniform, 

The Atlanta justices are not~ fully 
satisfied with the fee regulations in 
vogue in this city, and they held a 
conference in Judge Bloodworth’'s of- 
fice to talk over the matter and agree 
on the changes that will be of special 

interest to them. 

Their purpose is to have the legis- 
lature regulate the fees to make them 
uniform. The changes agreed on will 
probably be embodied in a bill to be 
presented to the legislature during the 
Summer session. 

At this judicial conference those 
present were Judge Orr, Judge Blood- 
worth, Judge Landrum, Judge Puckett 
and Judge Dodgen.

@equare rigged vessels the victim was 
lashed to a spar and had iron weights 
secured to his feet: spans were secured 
to this sbar, and lfnes were led from it 
to the mainyard. When all was ready 
the culprit was swayed up to the Sadie 
yard, dropped into the sea and hauled 
under the ship to the other side. Here 
is the way Marrvat describes its oper- 
ation in that small cutter where Small- 
bones suffered and Snarleyow was 
thought to be a dog fiend. “This in- 
genious process,” he writes, “is nothing 
more or less than ecudding a poor navi- 
gator on a voyage of discovery under 
the bottom of the vessel, lowering him 
down over the bows and with the ropes 
retaining him exactly in his position 
under the keelson, while I is drawn 
aft by a hauling line until he makes 
his appearance at the rudder chains. 
generally speaking, quite out of breath. 
net at the rapidity of his motion, but 
because when eo long under the water 
he had expended all the breath in his 
body and was induced to take salt wa- 
ter in Heu, 

“In the _days of keelhauling the hot- 
toms of vessels were not coppvered, and 
in consequence were all studded with a 
species of shellfish called barnacles, 
which attached themselves, and. as 
these shells were all open mouthed and 
with sharp cutting points, those who 
underwent this punishment. for they 
were made to hug the keelson of the 
vessel by the ropes at each side fastened 
to their arms, were cut and scored all 
over the body as if with so many lan- 
cets, generally coming up bleeding in 
every part, but this was considered 
rather advantageous than otherwise. as 
the loss of blood restored the patient 
iw he was not quite drowned, and the 
consequence was that one out of three, 
it 1s sald, has been known to recover 
after hts submarine excursion.”’

scription of a very old and hearty sea 
way of murdering.

Use the Oil as a 
Cooking Product, and This 
Should Increase Southern 
Shipments—Expert May 
Be Sent.

Elihu Root, secretary of state 
at Washington, has. written to L. A. 
Ransom, president of the Interstate 
Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association, call- 
ing his attention to the fact that the 
restrictions recently placed upon the 
shipment of the great southern product 
—cotton seed oil—into the Ottoman em- 
pire had been removed. This means 
that the empire of Turkey is now open 
to this commodity, and Ambassador 
Leishmar has written from Constanti- 
nople suggesting that a competent ex- 
pert be sent to canvass Turkey as a 
market. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
the country is Mohammedan, which 
prevents the us? of hog lard as cook- 
ing product, wiich makes cotton seed 
oil all the more desirable. It is very 
probable that Hon. J. L. Benton, of 
Montice!lo, Ga., who is now in Norway 
as United States expert on this subject, 
will visit that country following the 
suggestion of Ambassador Lieshman. 

Letter From Rooot. 

The letter from Mr. Root is as fol- 
lows: 

“June 14, !907.—Hon. L. A. Ransom, 
President Interstate Cotton Seed Crush- 
ers’ Association, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: 
Referring to the recent removal of re- 
strictions which have hitherto pre- 
vented the entry of cotton seed oil into 
the Ottoman empire, I have to inform 
you that the department is in receipt 
of a dispatch from Ambassador Liesh- 
man, of Constantinople, dated the 24tn 
ultimo, in which he suggests that your 
attention be callcd to the favorable op- 
portunities presented in Turkey for a 
greatly increased consumption of that 
important product of our southern 
states, and the advantages to be de- 
rived from a thorough canvass of that 
field by the American interests con- 
cerned. The ambassador writes on the 
subject as follows: 

“Turkey presents a gouble possibil- 
ity for the use of cotton seed oil, in 
being both an olive producing country 
and a Mohammedan nation, with whom 
the use of lard in cooking is forbidden. 
At the present time there appears to 
be some prejudice against the employ- 
ment of this product. 
that the natives of one of the islands 
of the Archipelago had threatened to 
cut down their olive trees in case cot- 
ton seed oil shouli be admitted, without 
realizing its utility to them as a whole- 
some adulterant, in the same way as 
the Italian olive growers have done. 
In order to correct such misapprehen- 
sion and to spread a general knowledge 
of the advantages of this peculiarly 
American product as a cheap substi- 
tute for oil and butter, it would seem 
to me that it would probably be of 
considerable advantage if a competent 
person could be sent here by the Cot- 
ton Seed Crushers’ Association to thor- 
oughly canvass the Turkish market.’

Doctored Reports to Suit

of former . Associate Statistician 
Holmes, of the agricultural depart- 
ment on the charge of conspiring to 
defraud the government by giving out 
crop report information, the district 
attorney today produced the affidavit 
presented by witness Van Riper to 
Secretary Wilson when he made his 
first complaint in 1905. It proved to 
be a recital under oath of the charges 
made by Van Riper against Holmes 
and it contained nothing new. It, how- 
ever, formed a convenient basis for a 
long series of questions by Mr. Worth- 
ington. In reply to these Van Riper 
reiterated his statement that he had 
made no direct agreement with 
Holmes for information and again 
said that he did not consider that his 
conduct had been improper. He said 
he had suppressed the names of Price 
and Haas in his statement to the sec- 
retary because he did not desire to 
involve them unnecessarily. He also 
said that the understanding was that 
for the manipulation of the market 
Holmes should give any figures he 
might see fit in the reports in the ab- 
sence of Hyde in Europe. 

Important to Know in Advance. 

Van Riper said that it had become 
important to know in advance the 
purport of the approaching December 
report of the census bureau on the 
amount of cotton of the 1904 crop that 
had been ginned and that Holmes had 
seen Director. North of that bureau,

who- had assured him that his report 
would confirm the agricultural depart- 
ment figures. 

Van Riper said that he had not seen 
Peckham since June, 1904, but that so 
far as he knew their relations were 
friendly. It was not true that Peck- 
had had threatened to kill him. 

With reference to his failures to de- 
stroy letters as requested by his va- 
rious correspondents, Van Riper said 
that he had intended to tear them up, 
but that he had put them away and 
neglected to do so. 

“Why, then, did you rescue from the 
waste basket the agreement between 
Holmes and Haas?” he was asked. 


He Suspected Haas. 


“Because,” he replied, “I had reason 
to suspect Haas was unfriendly to 
me.”’ 

Witness declared that he had no un- 
derstanding with Special Government 
Attorney Beach or any one else that 
he should not be indicted, although 
Mr. Beach had agreed that the inform- 
ation he might give should not be 
used against him. 

Witness testified that Holmes had 
told nim that Haas handed to him 
(Holmes) $49,000 as the result. of op- 
erations with other brokers on the 
cotton report of October, 1904, which 
was before Holmes met Van Riper. 
Van Riper said he had never mention- 
ed this fact because he had not been 
asked about it. 

At the afternoon session half a dozen 
bank books were introduced to give 
testimony concerning the deposit and 
withdrawal of money by Van Riper, 
Haas and others. The purpose of their 
appearance was to substantiate Van 
Riper's statement concerning his 
transaction in cotton. 

When these bank men were excused, 
David M. Carvalho, the New York 
handwriting expert, was called to 
identify the writing of some of the 
exhibits, the contents of which werc 
not divulged. 

Hyde Governed by Holmes. 

Van Riper was then _ recalled 
and being questioned concerning 
Holmes’ relation to Statisticlan Hyde, 
said that Holmes had told him that he 
(Holmes) always made up the reports, 
and that Hyde never failed to accept 
his recommendations as to the esti- 
mates. He contended that the window 
signal arranged for in 
failed to accept Holmes’ 
the October report was 
cautionary measure and

HALL COUNTY FARMERS ACT 


Strong Resolations Are Passed Con. 
demning the Present Movement 
to Induce Immigration by 
the Farmers’ Union of 
Hall County.

At the last regular meeting of the Hall 
County Farmers’ Union the following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, there is an organized ef- 
fort on the part of various capitalists 
and corporations of thig state and coun- 
try to secure the appropriation of pub- 
lic funds for the purpose of ringing 
foreign immigrants to this section of 
our country; and 

“Whereas, the class of people who can 
be induced by this method to locate in 
Georgia are largely the vicious and 
criminal element of the European coun- 
tries; and 

“Whereas, the class of people that we 
need, and that would make desirable 
citizens, cannot be induced by these 
means to locate among us; be in, there- 
fore, 

““Resolved, first, That our represen- 
tatives, both state and national, are 
hereby earnestly requested to use every 
honorable means to thwart the efforts 
of said capitalists and corporations to 
secure the appropriation of the people’s 
money for the purpose of . bringing 
paupers to this country to conypete with 
our home labor. 

“Resolved, gecond, That said represen- 
tatives are further urged to secure the 
appropriation of such fund$S as would 
be available for immigration purposes, 
for the better education of our native 
ciJzenry, not only in a literary line, 
but in agricultural and industrial pur- 
suits, including the proper and better 
use of improved machinery, diversifica- 
tion of crops, and for “ie general better- 
ment of the people whose sires made 
this country what it is, instead of 
bringing to our shores a class of people 
who are not only not in sympathy with 
our form of government, but are, to a 
harge .degree, thugs, anarchists, law- 


ernment. 

‘Resolved, third, That we heartily en- 
dorse the action of the state meeting 
of the Farmers’ Educational and Co- 
Operative Union in bringing this matter 
prominently before the peopie of our 
state.”’ 

The adoption of the above resolution 
by the Farmers’ Union shows the sen- 
timent of the farmerg of this section 
regarding the emigration movement. 
‘Nearly every local union in the county 
has adopted similar resolutiong and the 
farmers are preparing to oppose the 
movement with all their power.
